The possibilities 
for display are so good that there 
is good prospects that the sightseer 
will enter the store and become a 
custom er. 


N o expense has been spared in 
the lighting of the store, and in­ 
stallation of fixtures, etc., but the 
store quarters are so large it will be 
som etim e before the stock can be 
perm anently placed. Mr. Landmei­ 
er 
plans to assem ble in the var­ 
ious departm ents those things that 
are associated together, giving to 
each the prominence that it de­ 
serves. 
Universal stoves has been 
one of the biggest sellers in the 
store and Mr. f.andm eier naturally 
gives the prominent place to these 
stoves, carrying a stock upon his 
floor that is probably larger than 
that which is to be found lh au f 
other northwest suburban town. 
Practically the entire stock of the 
store is within rech of the custom ­ 
er, making selection easy on the 
part of the latter.

In our first construc­ 
tion an integral curb of the low 
roll type, 6 inches high, was used. 
This year the curb was changed to 
a heighth of 4 inches, but is still 
integral and of the roll type.

In plac­ 
ing reinforcement 
for the street 
slab tho 
reinforcement is carried 
hack to a point 2 inches from the 
hack of the curb.

gate, the maximum 
size ranging 
from 2 to 2 Vi inches. 
The engineers in designing the 
pavements specified th at good fin­ 
ishing methods he employed. This 
specification was incorporated to 
insure an absence of rough joints, 
waves in the slabs or uneven su r­ 
faces. 
The finishing 
operations 
used by the contractor consisted of 
one screening, one rolling and then 
two boltings with a canvas belt. 
A wood float was 
used over all 
joints. 
On the 24 foot streets no longi­ 
tudinal 
joints 
are 
used. 
Where 
pavements are wider than this, as 
at intersections or at widenings, a 
longitudinal joint is installed. 
Ex­ 
pansion joints are placed at inter 
vals lk* times the width of the 
pavement. 
Expansion and longi­ 
tudinal joints are 
% inch, filled 
with pre-molded joint filler. An in­ 
teresting feature of joint construc­ 
tion occurs in the curbs where all 
expansion joints are I inch wide 
This I inch width is carried out into 
the* pavement slab for a distance of 
14 inches from the back of the 
curb. 
All joints are dowelled. 
The pavements were cured du r­ 
ing 1927 and 
192s with calcium 
chloride applied 
on th** surface. 
Cylinders cured under identical con­ 
ditions showed good strengths ob­ 
tained.
